DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment filed 10/20/2003 has been entered. 

The Amendment overcomes claim rejections under 35 USC 112. 

Drawings 

The formal or substitute drawings were received on 1 1-8-2000. These drawings 
are approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a spark 
plug with a main metal shell provided outside the insulator coated with a complex 
chromate coat that contains a chromium component comprising at least 90 wt% of 
trivalent chromium and at least one component of a phosphorous component in an 
amount of 1 to 15 wt% and a silicon component in an amount of 5 to 75 wt% as cationic 
components, in combination with other claim limitations. Kanao discloses improving the 
tip portion of the center electrode but fails to clearly point out a complex chromate coat 
on the main metal housing. Fukuoka discloses an anticorrosive treatment for the 
surface of a non-ferrous metal but fails to clearly point out the treatment being used for 
the structure of a spark plug and the treatment being able to withstand temperatures 
within the range of the Kanao sparkplug.
